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Supervisor  Mark  Ridley-Thomas  Addresses 
CCA  Executive  Committee 

Today  we  held  our  first  Executive  Committee  meeting  of  2017.  Jessica  Lall  was 
welcomed  as  the  CEO,  and  we  also  heard  from  Supervisor  Ridley-Thomas  about 
Measure  H. 

Jessica  shared  with  the  crowd  some  new  actions  that  CCA  is  taking  to  garner 
member  input  including  surveys  about  events,  committees  and  the  advocacy 
agenda.  We  also  discussed  the  change  in  committee  times  to  8:30  a.m.  and 
encouraged  members  to  give  us  their  feedback. 

Supervisor  Ridley-Thomas  spoke  about  the  pressing  need  for  funds  to  provide 
services  for  homeless  individuals.  He  thanked  CCA  for  our  work  on  the  issue.  And 
he  said  that  in  eight  of  10  recent  polls,  conducted  by  very  different  organizations, 
voters  have  listed  homelessness  at  or  near  the  top  of  the  list  of  most  pressing 
problems  in  the  region. 

The  Supervisor  went  on  to  say  that  as  the  number  of  people  experiencing 
homeless  has  spiked  in  the  past  few  years,  this  has  driven  up  demands  on 
numerous  County  services,  such  as  Sheriff,  hospitals,  and  social  services.  He  said 
the  County  spends  $925  million  annually  on  these  services.  By  getting  homeless 
people  into  services  and  ultimately  into  housing,  the  overall  costs  to  the  County  will 
decrease.  The  costs  of  housing  someone  are  nearly  half  of  the  costs  of  that  person 
when  he  or  she  is  living  on  the  streets  or  in  a  car. 

One  answer  to  this  issue  is  Measure  H.  The  March  countywide  ballot  measure  will 
create  a  quarter-cent  sales  tax  that  will  be  used  only  for  homeless  services.  Ridley-

Transportation,  Infrastructure  and  Environment 
Committee  Meeting 

At  the  Transportation,  Infrastructure  and  Environment  Committee  this  morning, 
members  heard  about  the  California  Water  Fix,  Metro’s  plans  for  the  Arts  District 
railyard,  and  an  update  on  the  Los  Angeles  River. 

The  CA  Water  Fix  is  a  statewide  initiative  to  create  a  more  reliable  and  secure 
source  of  water  for  the  state’s  homes,  businesses  and  farms  while  also  helping 
restore  the  environment  in  and  around  the  Delta.  A  key  initiative  within  the  program 
is  completion  of  a  Bay-Delta  Conservation  Plan  which  entails  the  environmental 
review,  permitting  and  preliminary  design  for  both  environmental  restoration  of  the 
Delta  and  an  improved  water  delivery  system  in  the  Delta.  The  Final  EIR  has  been 
approved  by  the  state  and  the  Obama  Administration  recently  acted  to  expedite 
federal  approvals  of  the  program.  CCA  will  continue  to  advocate  for  the  CA  Water 
Fix’s  solutions  to  our  on-going  water  issues. 

Metro  is  currently  preparing  the  environmental  documents  for  widening  the  portal 
tunnel  under  the  101  freeway  from  Union  Station  to  the  railyard  in  the  Arts  District. 
Included  in  this  is  a  “turnback  yard”  where  light  rail  cars  would  turn  around.  Since 
2010,  Metro  has  been  studying  the  feasibility  of  one  or  more  Arts  District  stations. 
And  in  2015,  Metro's  Board  directed  staff  to  not  undertake  any  actions  that  would 
preclude  such  stations.  Flowever,  the  preliminary  designs  for  the  turnback  yard 
would  make  building  a  rail  station  in  the  yard  extremely  difficult  from  a  financial  and 
engineering  stand  point.  CCA  has  been  involved  in  advocating  for  a  light  rail 
station  in  the  Arts  District  for  the  past  year.  Our  members  discussed  their  concerns 
about  the  designs  with  Metro.  Flowever,  a  new  motion  will  go  to  the  board  later  this 
month  that  could  also  help  advance  such  a  station.  Comments  are  due  on  Metro's 
Arts  District  rail  yard  MND  by  January  19.  CCA  will  be  submitting  comments. 

There  a  great  deal  happening  along  the  L.A.  River,  with  240  different  projects 
completed,  planned  or  in  progress.  Several  parks  near  Downtown  are  in  progress, 
including  the  Albion  Riverside  Park  in  Elysian  Valley.  Additionally,  the  River 
Improvement  Overlay  District  runs  along  the  length  of  the  River,  in  the  City,  and 
sets  standards  for  development  along  the  corridor.  And  with  the  passage  of 
Measure  M,  Metro  is  doing  a  feasibility  study  and  could  fund  the  river  bike  path 
from  Elysian  Valley,  through  Downtown  to  the  Vernon  city  line.  And  the  Army  Corp 
of  Engineers’  Alternative  20  environmental  restoration  plan  was  approved  in 
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CCA  testified  before  the  Entertainment 
&  Facilities  Committee  on  Tuesday  in 
support  of  the  Civic  Center  Master 
Plan,  including  the  demolition  of 
Parker  Center  and  its  replacement 
with  a  structurally  sound  City  office 
building.  The  Civic  Center  Master  Plan 
is  a  multi-year  project  that  will  revamp 
the  area  east  of  City  Flail  through  the 
removal  of  several  older  City  buildings, 
the  constructing  several  new  City 
office  buildings  and  the  creation  of  a 
pedestrian  area  that  connects  the 
Civic  Center  to  Little  Tokyo.  For  more 
information,  please  click  here.

On  Wednesday,  CCA  gave  testimony 
before  the  Transportation  Committee 
in  support  of  reviewing  the  City's  policy 
of  only  issuing  one  parking  citation  per 
vehicle  per  day.  We  believe  the  City 
should  strengthen  this  policy  to 
allowing  multiple  citations  for  vehicles 
that  park  in  a  space  all  day,  despite 
time  limits.  This  will  encourage 
turnover  of  parking  spaces,  which 
allows  customers  easier  access  to 
merchants  and  restaurants.
